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Park  Wins  Vote 
Of  Audience  in 
Argument  Here 

Student  Body,  While  Loyal  To  S.  T.  0. 

Debaters  Vote  Park  Team  Winners 
'  On  Oxford  Plan  of  Awarding  De¬ 
bate  Decision. 

The 'Park  College  debating  team  won 
from  tlio  Teachers  College  team  in  de¬ 
bating  the  child  labor  question  last 
Wednesday  at  Assembly. 

Tho  visitors  had  the  affirmative  side 
of  tho  question:  Bcsolvod,  that  the 

constitution  of  the  United  States  bo 
amended  to  give  Congress  power  to  reg¬ 
ulate  child  labor. 

Hugh  Wolf  and  George  Kelly  were 
the  Park  Collcgo  debaters  and  Keith 
Swisher  and  Clarence  Bush  represented 
Maryville.  Tho  Oxford  plan  of  judging 
the  debate  was  used.  Each  person  in 
the  audience  was  given  a  sheet  of  paper ' 
with  threo  questions  to  bo  answored.  j 
The  first  question  was  to  be  answered 
"by  giving  tho  original  belief  of  the 
person  on  the  subject;  the  second 
question  asked  whether  or  not  the  de¬ 
bate  had  changed  the  voter’s  mind; 
while  the  third  was  the  opinion  of  the 
voter  as  to  which  team  was  superior 
in  regard  to  the  debating.  ',  » 

.  The  results  are  as  follows: 

Original  vote:  Affirmative,  392, 
Neutral  71,  .Negative  57. 

Pinal  vote:  Affirmative  2S7,  Neu¬ 
tral  3,  Negative  82.  ‘ 

Opinion  as  to  which  team  made  tho 
best  debate:  In  favor  of  affirmative, 
391;  in  favor  of  negative,  211, 

Votes  changed:  Negative  to  affirma¬ 
tive,  13;.  Neutral  to  affirmative,  22; 
total  gain  to  affirmative  35. 

.  Affirmative  to  negative, .'48;  Neutral 
to  negative,  11;  Total  gain  to  negative 
59. 

Affirmative  to  neutral,  3. 

The  visitors  had  their  subject  matter 
organized  somewhat  better  and  had  a 
more  logical  argument  than  did  Mary, 
ville.  They  stressed  tho  fact  that  the 
states  acting  separately  lmye  failed  to 
provide  adequate  menus  tq.  control  child 
labor.  They  maintained  that  federal 
control  is  the  only  system  of  control  i 
tlint  has  ever  been  effective  and  that 
it  is  the  only  system  of  control  that 
ever  will  be  effective.  Tho  idea  of  co¬ 
operation  between  the  states  and  tho 
national  government  was  also  a  strong 
point  of  the  Park  debaters,  their  opin¬ 
ion  being  that  increasing  tho  power  of  i 
tho  national  govermont  would  do  no] 
more  than  strengthen  the  efforts  of 
the  individual  states.  | 

Tho  Maryville  team  minimized  tho 
number  of  child  workers  in  this  eouii-  j 
try  saying  that  most  of  them  are  either] 
working  for  their  parents  or  nre'  work¬ 
ing  before  and  after  school  hours.  They 
held  that  state  regulation  is  adequate 
in  most  instances,  and  that  the 'situation 
is  repidly  improving.  They  opposed  fed¬ 
eral  control  on  the  grounds  that  it 
would  'centralize  more  powor  at  Wash¬ 
ington,  and  also  that  federal  regulation 
would  bo  'lull'd  to  force  in  the  face  of 
publiH"  opinion.  Thoy  pointed  out,  the

,  Learn  More  of 
America,  Dr.  A.  ! 
E.  Winship  Urg  esj 

Noted  Educator  and  Editor  of  Journal 

of  Education  Addresses  Student  Body 

and  Two  Classes  Here  Last  Week. 

“Every  teacher  in  America  should 
know  America,”  Dr.  A.  E,  Winship  told' 

,  students  at  tho  assembly,  Thursday  of 
last  week.  Dr.  Winship  is  ono  of  the 
leading  educators  of  the  United  States 
and  Is  editor  of  the  New  England 
Journal  of  Education  at  Boston,  Mass. 

'As  tho  title  of  his  address  he  took 
tho  subject  “Knowing  America.”  Ac. 
cording  to  bis  statements  most  of  tho 
people  of  the  United  States  know  more 
about  the  geography  of  this  country 
than  thoy  do  of  the  people.  Ho  urged 
that  the  people  of  this  country  get 
acquainted  with  the  various  peoples  in 
the  various  sections  and  really  leanvj.o 
know  them. 

As  ail  example  of  how  tho  living 
conditions  of  tho  people  of  another 
state  affect  tho  lives  of  the  people 
living  round  about  us  lie  told  of*  the 
increased  .service:  and  accomodations 
thajL/worc  to  bo  had  on  most  of  the 
trains  going  to  Florida,  and  how  the 
-life  in  that  stntc  had  affected  tho 
whole  of  the  United  States. 

To  more  clearly  emphasize  his  point 
about  tlie  personality  and  conventions 
of  tlio  different  states  and  liow  they 
react  upon  tlio  rest  of  the  country  as 
a  whole  he  told  of  the  excellent  school  ] 
conditions  of  Alabama  and  Florida  and 
then  cited  some  of  the  actual  happen-  | 
ings  portnining  to  those  certain  schools. 
For  three  years  the  board  of  directors  " 
sent  some  of  the  members  of  its  staff 
to  school  in  vaious  parts  of  tho  United 
States  with  more  or  less  unfavorable 
results.  Last  year  they  adopted  a  pol-  j 
icy  entirely  different.  Thoy  personally  , 
conducted  the  teachers  on  a  tour  of 
the  United  States  and  as  a  rosult  most  ' 
of  the  people  of  that  community  will 
now  know  something  of  tho  way  in  , 
which  the  people  of  states  live.  ] 

His  advice  to  people .  who  had  not 
tho  privilege  of  touring  the  country  . 
■was  to  read.  All  of  tho  magazines,  lie 
said,  have  something  of  interest  and 
wo  would  do  well  not  to  skip  this. 

In  concluding  his  address  Dr.  Win- 
ship  said,  “Every  ono  who  amounts  to  ■ 
anything  in  the  world  has  ono  of  threo 
things,  conventionalism,  individualism,  ! 
and  personality.  Personality  is  to  bo 
found  in  the  Middlewost  and  the  poo-' 
pie  of  this  section  of  tho  country  have 
somothiiig  of  which  to  bo  proud.  In 
naming  the  states  that  had  personality 
to  bo  found  in, tlio  greatest  quantity,  if 
it  can  bo  measured  as  sucb,  lie  cited 
Indiana,  Ohio  and  Illinois  saying  that 
thoy  had  personality  and  rulod  tho  rost 
of  tho  country'  For  authority  ho  gavo 
a  brief  resunio  of  tho  presidents  up  to 
tho  present  time  and  said  that  sinco 
1856  onljr  four  presidents  came  from 
other  states.”

Dr.  A.  E.  Winship,  editor  of  tho 
Journal  of  Education,  who  visited  the 
Coilego  last  .week  says — “Certainly  wo 
need  more  good  men  in  tho  teaching 
profession-  hut  I  prefer  a  first  class 
woman  to  a  second  rate  man  anytime. 
It  is  silly  to  discriminate"  between  the 
sexes  by  trying  to  follow  such  a  plan.” 

Mr.  Wilson  says — “I  would  not  ap¬ 
prove  of  such  a  plan.  I  suspect  that 
women  can  teach  in  tho  grades  bettor 
than  can  men.”  ' 

Mr.  Hawkins  says — ‘ 1  In  .  tho  grades 
T  think  that  sex  should  be  disregarded 
and  that  teachers  should  bo^selccted 
solely  on  tho  basis  of  their  ability.  -I 
think  there  should  ho  no  discrimination. 
However,  in  the  high  school,  I  think 
that,  other  things  being  equal,  it  would 
he  well  to  have  an  .equal  number  of  men 
but  in  that  case  I  would  not  he  a  slave 
to  a  rule.” 

Mr.  Loomis  says— “  Undoubtedly 
some  men  should  bo  in  the  grades  and 
every  chW  should  have  some  •  men 
teachers  in  the  grades,  but  such  a  dis¬ 
tinction  as -you' suggest  is  both  artific. 
ial  and  unnecessary.  For  the  lower 
grades  there  is  no  doubt  that  women  as 
a  rule  are  the !  best  teachers.  For  ‘the 
upper  grades  and  in  the  Junior  high 
school  sonic  men  are  necessary.”

.  a  delightful  speaker;  lie  holds  his  audi¬ 
ence  not  only  by  the  interesting  things 
he  -  has  to  say  and  his  own  peculiar 
manner  of  saying  them,  but  also  by  his 
charming  and  genial  personality.  He 
never  fails  to  imbue  his  audience  with 
his  own  enthusiasm  nnd  wholesome 
spirit. 

He  began  his  lecture  on  Shakespeare 
by  making  this  statement:  “  Sliakcs- 
ponre  is  the  most  played  of  any  drama¬ 
tist — not  only  in  England  but  on  tho 
continent,  in  the  United  States,  in  the 
‘‘movies,”  and  even  in  tho  world  of 
’opera  have'- Shakespeare's  plays  been 
used.  ‘‘He  is  not  an  author;  he  is  an  in¬ 
dustry,”  was  Dr.-  Ellsworth's  way  of 
expressing  the  fame  and  popularity  of 
.  Shakespeare  today.  1 

One  of  tho  most  interesting  phases  of 
.  his  lecture  was  the  survey  of  Elizabeth, 
an  times.  The  pictures  illustrating  this 
part  of  Ills  talk  wore  of  old  London 
•with  its  shops,  palaces,  churches,  con¬ 
vents,  and  theaters.  Tho  discussion  nnd 
tho  pictures  of  the  Rose,  the  Black  friar 
’  and  tho  Globe  Theaters  was  especially 
,  interesting  nnd  instructive. 

•  After  having  been  brought  so  closely, 
to  tho  London  and  tho  theater  of 
Shakespeare’s  time,  students  will, 
without,  doubt,  enjoy  Shakespeare  the 
more. 

^  “The  Engli«ra*ible’’ 

Mr.  EllswoTt.li  diseased  the  “English 
Bible.”  As  an  example  of  thc  splendid 
short  stories  in  this  greatest  book  he 
Tend  n  part  of  1  Kings  18.  Ilo  then 
brought  out  many  interesting  thoughts 
on  his  subject.  ,  lie  emphasized  the 
rhythmical  beauty  of  the  Bible  which 
recent  translation  have  a  tendency  to 
.  destroy.  Thc  contributions  of  tho  vari¬ 
ous  translations  from  the  early  Vulgate 
to  modern  times  showed  tho  influence 
of  learning  upon  the  wording.  All  groat 
•literature,  consciously  or  unsciously,  has 
been  influoncod  by  tho  Bible.  Shakes¬ 
peare  used  it  lavishly  in  his  plays.  Ho 
borrowed  names  and  ideas  for  his  char- 
actors  from  its  pages. 

Practically  hve’ry  groat  writer  has  at 
some  time  put  in  hours  of  study  on  the 
Bible.  Its  style,  with  nil  its  clearness 
-  and  simplicity,  is  well  worth-  imitation. 

To  really  enjoy  t-he  Bible  wo  Bliould 
read  selections,  not  chaptors.  Tho 
chapter  and  vtjrso  divisions,  wero  ar¬ 
bitrarily  inserted  by  various  transla- 
.  tors.  Tho  real  worth  of  tho  material 
lies,  however,  in  its  groupings  into 
natural  stories.

Mr.  Loomis  has  boon  supervising  the 
application  of  mental  tests  given  to 
the  pupils  of  the  Maryville  schools.  By 
a  method  of  correlation  of  two  dif¬ 
ferent  mental  tests,  given  tlirco  years 
apart,  the  accuracy  of  thg  tests  1ms 
been  definitely  established. 

Three  years  ago  about  130  pupils 
of  the  upper  elementary  grades  were 
given  the  National  Intelligence  test. 
This  year  these  same-  students,  who 
are  now  in  high  school,  Wore  given  (the 
Tcrman  group  test.  By  using  Pearson ’s 
method  of  finding  the  co-efficient  of 
correlation  between  the  two  tests  a 
positive  correlation  of  .8  was  found 
to  exist.  This  is  considered  a'  very 
high  rating  since  only  three  grades, 
tho  sixth,  seventh  and  eighth  were 
used  iu  tho  tests.  If  more  grades  had 
been  used  the  .correlation  would  have 
been  much  higher.  Tho  significance  of 
this  correlation  is  indicative  of  the 
accuracy  of  tho  mental  tests  given..
